Union, in the amount of $453,000 
for construction of ten 
miles of 


roadway In Cumberland county near 
Newville. 


The M--eond I en-mile suction to be 


construeU'd is in Bedford county. 


Construction of the super-high- 


vi-ay was financed by the Turnpike 
Commission through an RFC lean 
of $:i 
r>,()00.000 and an outright PWA 


grant ot $20.100.000. Turnpike bonds, 
bearing' 31-4 per cent interest, were 
i.'-.'-:m'd by the uommi^ion to 
the 


RFC to cover its loan. When the 
road is completed and opened io 
traffic, revenues from tolls will be 
used to maintain and operate the 
highway and retire the bonds. 


Plans for the .super-highway call 


for a four-lane highway, two lan^s 
for west bound traffic and two for 
eastbound with a grass plot between 
the two. Maximum grades will be 
three per cent and the maximum 
curvature will be six degrees. 
The 


super-highway will by-pass towns 
and cities and, following the route 
of the abandoned South Penn rail-

BLADDER CONTROL 


I have gone roughly into the mat- 


ter of bowel control, and how a 
molher can train her young- baby to 
control bowel movements. After she 
has begun to establish some 'nieas- 


i ure of control in this bodily func- 
! tion and perhaps along with'it there 
j is another which should receive her 
. attention. I refer to bladder con- 
j trol.

Formerly there was an idea that 


there was no use trying to teach 
children not to wet themselves until 
they were a year or two old. Now 
that, isn't the case. In fact one of 
the reasons why children were a 
couple of years 
old before they

learned not to wet themselves was 
because when they were small they 
had been allowed to form the bad 
habit of wetting their clothing. In 
other words they hadn't been taught 
bladder control. I know that both 
mothers and children have had some 
unhappy experiences over this whole 
business of bladder and bowel con- 
trol. I know too that children have 
been punished unjustly for their in- 
ability to control their natural body 
functions, and besides this, if left 
uncontrolled 
this 
condition 
lasts 


sometimes till the child is 10 or 12, 


In every modern nursery there is 


a gentle but unfaltering effort to 
make sure that even small babies 


are dry babies. We think it should 
be done at the same time as bowel 
control is being taught. Certainly 
you shouldn't wait past the 
fifth 


month in the ordinary healthy child. 


Every mother notices when hei 


child wets its diapers. Babies don't 
like being uncomfortable. They us- 
ually cry when they find themselves 
wet, If a child has regular feedings 
you will find that he is apt to wet 
himself just before and after each 
feeding. 


In teaching a child control of this 


function, hold him just the way you 
did when you began teaching 'bowel 
control. Hold him so that his back 
and head rest against your body. 
Hold him so he is comfortable. 


Of course if you have changed his 


diapers a short time before don't, 
mother holding over the chamber, for 
by that time his bladder will be 
empty. Study his body ryfhm. Find i 


first lessons in self control and self 
management. 


The time was when I might have 


been very critical of this whole 
i-hmg.
